Extension Service. "We have not fin- 
ished our 4-H club work until we lend 
young men and women to a farm, 
bring together all the pieces of in- 
formation they have learned as 4-H 
club members, and start them in the 
farming business.

in the body at Josephine hospital. He 
was- shot in an attempt to rob the U. 
U. Cassidy grocery and meat market 
on North Hazel street early Sunday 
morning. 


Turner- was caught red-handed in 


the Cassidy store about 2 a. m. Sunday 
by Policemen Hugh Heardcn, F, B. 
Ward and John Turner. The negro of- 
fered no resistance until officers led 
him form the store to the ixilice auto- 
mobile. 


Shot in High) 


There he wheeled and attempted to 


flee. 
Policeman John Turner 
fired 


twice anrl the negro fell with bullet 
wounds in the stomach and abdomen. 


Fiom a hospital bed Monday, the 


negro s.nd lie was released from tin: 
state prison farm last October 17 after 
serving two years for burglary from 
Ouachit.-i county, lie said he was con- 
victed from stealing several stiilr. of 
clothing from a Camden laundry. 


Tin' negro denied any knowledge 


of a series of robberies in Hope the 
past two weeks.

1 have no so- 
lution for our problems except those 
that are underway here. Make your 
-•".vn liqi'ier, cul'ivnto your own land, 
and raise your own standards of liv- 
ing 'by the use of that land."

LITTLE ROCK—(/I1)—The Arkansas 


Supreme Court held Monday that sec- 
ondary evidence was admissable to 
support charges of fraud under the 
1935 "pure election" law in instances 
where duplicate ballots had 
disap- 


peared. 


The ruling wfis given in an opinion 


reversing anrl remanding for new trial 
the Hempstead county case involving 
a contest of the county's February IK, 
1!)D6, local option liquor election. 


In that election 895 votes were cer- 


tified 
favoring lupjor sales and 
887 


votes recorded against liquor sales. 


The Hempstead county court up- 


held a contest of the election filed by 
"dry" 
leaders. 
The Hempstead cir- 


cuit court, on appeal, ruled in favor 
of the "wets," refusing to consider 
fraud allegations in six prcincts where 
duplicate ballots had disappeared. 


"Drys" Kile Contest 


N. P. O'Neal and others, who filed 


the original contest, charged illegal 
votes were east mid certain judges at 
the polling places interested them- 
selvci in the- "wet" -ca.uso. THe 'drys" 
cited 127 allegedly Illegal votes, nnd 
later, in an amended complaint, chal- 
lenged 45 additional votes. 


Jett Williams .and others appealed 


to the circuit court for the county 
court's ruling. 


Commenting on the circuit court's 


action in the case, the supreme court 
said: 


"Wo hold that secondary evidence 


is admissable in view of the allega- 
tion of the complaint that charges of 
fraud perpetrated by officers of the 
election were sufficiently alleged to 
require hearing, irrespective of the 
existence of ballot boxes from the pre- 
cincts in question; that on remand 
the hearing should not be confined to 
the vote cast in the precincts as to 
which charges of fraud and irregu- 
larity have been alleged in the orig- 
inal complaint, amended complaint or 
answer; and that there be a full and 
complete determination of all issues 
presented by the pleadings." 


IJrockelhurst 1'lea Denied

New Protamine Zinc Insulin Offers Greater Satisfac- 


tion to Diabetics 


(No. 
431) 


One of the great discoveries of the 


past few years has been an improve- 
ment in the insulin used in the treat- 
ment of diabetes. Insulin itself was 
such an important discovery that the j 
investigators received the Nobel prize' 
for their work. 


Medicine, however, does not stop 


with u discovery of this character, but 
proceeds at once to improvements and 
advances which enhance its useful- 
ness. 


The great discovery which still re- 


mains to be made in this field is de- 
velopment of u preparation which can 
be taktn by mouth and which will act 
a;; a substitute for the secretion, of the 
pancreas, known as insulin, which is 
lucking in those who have diabetes. 


With the old insulin, frequently as 


many as four injections per day might 
be required and all meals had to be 
taken in proper relation to the injec- 
tion. People with diabetes had to live 
on an exceedingly regular schedule. 


'Ihe development of the new pro- 


tamne zinc insulin makes it possible 
in many fa*je.s to abolish these re- 
.-irictions. Often it is possible for the 
patient to take on dose before break- 
fast and then to take his rneals at op- 
tional hours during the day. 


Of course every patient with dia- 


betes differs from every other patient 
and it is not possble to make any 
definite rule for all of them. After 
suitable study, however, many patients 
are going to be able to use the new 
prepuriitiun to great advantage. 


It must be remembered that the pa- 


tient with diabetes must not only take 
he preparation of insulin to substitute 
for the secretion that he lacks, but he 
must also choose his food both as to 
quantity and quality in relationship 
to the amount of insulin lhat he takes 
arid the needs of his body for energy 


j and for growth. 


Once a diabetic persons becomes ex- 


perienced in the uses of either the old 
or new jrjsulin. he can, with intelli- 
gence, regulate his routne so as to live 
| nearly u normal existence. If a per- 
j son with diabetes develops an inter- 
| current infection, or if he is suddenly 
' Ciillcd upon for an excess output of en- 
i e-rgy, that may modify greatly 
the 


I amount of food that he is to take and 
i with it the amount of insulin. Alto- 


I gether, howeve/, the new prc/tamine 
| zinc insulin has greatly inodofied the 


I control of diabetes. 


j Just as soon as people with diabetes 
| learn the advantage of the new pre- 
! paration, they are often eager to aban- 
don whatever they were doing in the 
past and to begin at once with the 


new product. 


They forget the necessity for the

same careful study and control lhat 
preceded the first taking of insulin and 
the long experience that they have hail 
with the old product. 


The-re are many cases in which the
